When the suggestion was made two o£ 
the deacons concurred in the scheme of 
tho pastor. They had the keys to the 
Spring avenue church and locked out 
tho members who did not want to aban- 
don that place of worship. 


The statement is made that a part of 


tho plan of Rev. Bates was to build a 
new church. Many years ago Captain 
Allen gave to the colored people of De- 
catur tho lot upon which the Autioch 
church stands, with, the understanding 
that it WHS always'to bo used for church 


j purposes else it would 
revert 
to thu i 


heirs. Some of the congregation who did ! 
' not want to desert tbe old home wrote 


to Miss Laura Allen, now living in Chi- 
cago, and tho only one of the direct 
heirs ot Captain Allen living. She said 
thnt if the place was noaudoued the 
provision of HIP deed would be enforced 
aud that the lot would revert to the 
heirs of: her father. 


Those persons who wanted to remiiiu 


in the Spring avenue building did not 
want a law suit nnd they didn't know 
just what course to pursue. They ap- 
pealed tr> Supervisor .Tames Uollinger, 
as n disinterested person. Monday morn- 
ing Supervisor Uollinger, accompanied 
by Deacon Robinson and others of the 
Antioch church wishing to remain in tin- 
old place of worship, visited the counl.i 
court. Supervisor Uollinger 
acted as

Hammer the situation. The statement 
WHS mad,1 that the congregation did not 
want to get inlo a legal fight and that 
they felt that they could no afford to 
hire a lawyer or two for the fun of get- 
ting into court. 
It was explained to 


the judge that the pastor and some of 
the congregation had gone away with 
tho expressed determination o£ seeking 
another house of worship. The congre- 
gation numbered 
ninety nnd according 


to the statement of those who wished to 
remain, only twenty-three had left tho 
Spring avenue building. Judge Hammer 
said that on the face of such conditions, 
tlic- persons who had gone 
away hail 


clearly abandoned their right to an.v ti- 
tle in the property and that those who 
had remained bad not siirrcndej-ed any 
rights. He was informed thnt the build- 
ing was locked against those win. wish- 
ed to remain. The court advised that 
they get through a window or some oth- 
er 'way, take off the old lock and put 
on a new one. Thc.v acted op Unit ad- 
vice, removed the old toc-k and put on 
a new one. Later in the day some mem- 
bers of the faction which wished to 
abandon thnt propel ty took off the lock 
placed bv the Kobinson faction and in 
its place put u pad-lock. Then some- of 
the Robinson faction returned and re- 
moved the pad-lock and put on their new 
lock aad left men to guard the place. 


That wns the condition of things up 


lo last night. The members Mho re- 
mained declared that they are regularly 
organized and that it is their intention 
to hold services there as has been done 
since the. time the church was first 
erected and they will continue to claim 
the title of the First Autioch Baptist 
church.
